NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


A PASSION PLAY. 

A Passion Play is this summer again being played at Oberammergau, 
Bavaria. Do our readers know what a Passion Play is? It isa representation 
on the stage of the history of Jesus as narrated in the Gospels. Pilate sits there 
in judgment and comes forth and washes his hands after having pronounced the 
sentence of death. Jesus is seen carrying his cross and tottering under the 
burden. He is spit at and buffeted before the multitude. The revolting cry ‘crucify 
him ” resounds before the people, and before thein he is nailed to the cross. 
In fact none of the horrifying details so graphically described by his biographers 
are wanting on the stage. Such plays were common enough in the middle ages 
and no doubt contributed their share towards impressing Christian doctrines on 
the popular mind. At atime when a knowledge of\the arts of reading and 
writing was confined to a few, and these few clerics, the pictorial and histrionic 
arta were the most efficient agencies through which the. new religion could be 
taught ; and they were employed with great success. Had they served no other 
purpose but this they could not have affected us Jews. Let Christianity by all 
means resort to every legitimate method to impress and indoctrinate its followers 
But unfortunately these Passion Plays, whether designed or not, produced also 
another effect which we Jews have occasion to deplore to this day. By the live- 
liness with which these gospel scenes were brought forward and hy the opportunity 


. which they afforded to the actors to exhibit all the horrors which characterised the 


occasion, and which certainly, if they ever took place, were not Jewish, the popu- 
lar imagination was worked upon, the popular hatred to the Jews excited and 
the flame of fanaticism fanned. Everybody has been told the story of the blunt 
sailor who, when hearing the pathetic laments of the damsel in the play 
that she was helpless and forsaken, leaped on the stage and with an oath 
assured her that he was ready to take up the cudgels for her. Every person that 
attended a Passion Play was another sach sailor in posse. We need not therefore 
be surprised at the frequency of the attacks on the Jews in the middles ages and 
the brutality which marked these assaults. Little knew these peasants of the 
wire pulling which Christian divines have placed in heaven, and according to 
which, Caiaphas, Pilate, the howling mob and the Roman soldiers who acted as 
the executioners, were the mere puppets obliged to carry out what had been pre- 
determined in the Supreme counsel from all eternity. And if the peasants had 
known it, it would have been all the same. They would have had uo under- 
standing for such profound mysteries. All they saw was that the (iod who had 
come to redeem ther was cruelly being tortured and done to death. On the 
Romans to which people Pilate belonged, who pronounced the judgment and the 
soldiers who executed it, they could not wreak their vengeance ; for where were the 
Romans? But the Jews lived in their midst. Besides, the Romans had since 
become the followers of him whom their ancestors had scourged and killed. -If 
there were still in existence descendants of his judge and executioners they were 
as likely to be found among the occupants of the Holy See as in the ranks of the 


Dominicans, who so zealously kindled the flame which was to avenge the mis- 


deed on Golgotha, But the Jews still persevered in the unbelief of their fathers 
These Passion Plays therefore acted an important though tacit part in the sad 
history of the Jews during the middle ages, and have probably a much greater 
share in the frequent expulsions and massacres of the Jews in those benighted 
days than historians are aware of. They formed some of those subtle pre- 
disposing causes which, from their aerial nature, escape the attention of the 
observer, but which nevertheless constitute the most powerful spriogs in human 
actions. We Jews should have no occasion to regret if this relic of barbarisin 
still preserved at Oberammorgau became extinct, although we need no longer 
fear the sad consequences of which these plays were productive in times nuw’ 
gone by. Gone by we trust never to returr. 


THE “JEW” IN THE PERIODICAL PRESS. 

The Trtbune, a daily paper published at New York, appended a note to a 
remonstrance of a Jew who took the editor to task for describing an individual 
charged with some misdeed when he happened to be a son of Abraham as “a 
Jew. The note being intended as an explanation of this practice if not as an 
apology, we xeproduce it. since English editors occasionally follow the same 


' practice and offer similar explanations. The‘note ruts thus: 


“The word Jew is used in such cases not to designaté religion but race. It is shorter 
than Hebrew and seems to the general reader a simplef expression for the same thing. 
We are aware, however, of the sensitiveness on the subject, and try always to respect it. 
Nevertheless, the matter does not teem to us to deserve the attention which Hebrews 
often give it. We presume that not one writer in a thousand in such cases ever thinks of 
using the word Jew in any other sense than as designating race. 


No doubt Jew designates a 1ace, but it also designates a religionist ; and 
although a writer may use it in the former sense, yet he cannot prevent his 
readers taking it in the Jatter. By implication a siigma is thereby attached to 
the religion professed by the Jewish race. A writer of the Christian religion sin- 
cerely attached to his faith should consider what his feeling would be should the 
convictions associated in his mind with everything that is sacred were aspersed, 
and ihe insinuation made that his religion makes light of any crime that a fellow- 
believer might commit, if it does not actually encourage it. As for over- 
sensitiveness, a Jew has good reason to be over-sensitive on this point. Christian 
theologians and bigots have for centuries been at work to create prejudice 
agaiust Jews, and matters have gune so far that in common parlance, thanks to 
these iniquitous efforts, Jew has actually become synonymous with cheat, and 
this signification has unfortunately even become incorporated in some dictionaries. 


The Jew has to struggle against this prejudice which is most injurious to all his 


interests [of whatever ‘kind, ‘he periodical press by describing as a Jew any

No! Mr, Hemphill, it is not prayer, unsectarian prayer, that you want; but it is the 
opportunity you seek, in the true spirit of the propagandist, and conversionist, to introdoee 
insiduously, the leaven of the doctrines of your church into the impressihle minds of th 
young. The opportunity, you think, is given to your church which is intensely propagan 
dist, by the attendance of the non-Christian and Jewish children at the schools, and yox 
would avail yourself of it to indoctrinate them with “ your gospel of peace, your story of 
the Cross.” Your teachers, gnimated by the same conversionist spirit, would, as has her 
been done, when the prayer was said in the schools, (I state here from fact) , compe Jewia 
children, against their objection, to kneel and join in your unsectarian prayer for the 
coming of the “Kingdom of Jesus,’ and when remonstrated with by the parent of the 
child, teach it deception by telling it it ovght not to have told its parent. This Mr. Hemp- 
hill is what you want, not schools with religion, but schools where your Christianity may 
be tauyht, whe:e your gospel of peace, your story of the cross shall be told—perhaps as th 
Revivalist preachers are now telling it to your children; where your doctrine of faith 
above reason shall be taught, and the minds of Jewish and non-Christian children enw 
culated by the destruction of the glorious privilege of reason as to things spiritual, shal 
be left as powerless in your hands as.the followers of your church now are. Judaism fean 
not the ordeal of reason, and she would preserve the minds. of her children in all ther 
vigour and all their strength. With that weapon sharpened and ready for use, they need 
not fear the insidious approach of the conversionist. Mr. Hemphill, in his cry abot 
Godless schools, evidently represents that class of men who must see the nawe of (ot 
stamped upon everything, who are uneasy because it does not appear in the Constitution 
of the United States, and are contidually agitating to get it there, as the firet step tome 
tarianising the Government. What doctrine is this’ Cannot things speak of God w a 
soul of man without the letters of His name being graven upon them’ Do flowers speak 
to us of Him 7—yet we find not His name on them. Jo we see the lightning assane we 
form of the letters of His name, or hear the thunder prononnce the sound’—yet, 
speak to us of Him. Do the Heavens declare His glory, and the earth His handiwork 
“There is no speech, there is no language, yet their voice is heard.

DISCREPANCIES IN THE JEWISH ALMANACS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CIIRONICLE, 


Sin,—Concerning the two variations brought under notice by your corres- 
pondent, | will endeavour to enlighten “ All in the Dark.” In answer to his 
first enquiry as to how it is that one calendar has the 4th and the other the 5th 
December for commencing the WO) 20 NDKw, the rule is that the “ Request for 
Rain” be commenced on the 6Oth day from the Tekufa Tishri (or about the 
time the sun enters Libra), aud if a moment's trouble be taken to count the days 
from this time (Oct. 6th), it will be found that December 4th is exactly 60 days 
therefrom ; but it must be also borne in mind that the Jewish day commences 
the evening previous, and thus it will be seen that. my almanac is perfectly 
correct. He next asks why there is a difference of four minutes in the time of 
night at the conclusion of the Fast of Atonement. Allow me again to inform 
him that in this case also my time is correct ; and I challenge any person to 
dispute the accuracy of my little work. It must be understood that the time of 
nigh! must of necessity be regulated according to the geographical situation of 
the town, and to meet this difheulty I have had the time of night specially 
calculated (by Dr. Friedlander and Marcus Adler, Esq., M.A.) for every town in 
Great Britain. This cal_ulation has received the approval and sanction of the 
Chief Rabbi, Dr, Adler, and I can therefore assert that not only does my calendar 
contain the only authorized time, but that amy variation therefrom is incorrect. 

With these remarks | trust your correspondent will be satisfied and will be 
more careful in future how he assails the accuracy of a work which has stood 
the test of criticism for over 40 ycears.— Yours obediently,

He obtained 
the services of the Rev. Mr. Levy, of the Sydney Congregation, and a sufficient 
number of Jews was collected to form Winyan.. Mr. Cohen settied at Clarence 
River some fifteen years ago, then a most dreary spot, and for many years Mr. 
Cohen has strictly observed the sacred ordinances of the Jewish. religion under 
peculiarly adverse circumstances. 
: Ben.in.—The German Government is about to send an expedition to Greece 
in order to undertake excavations at Olymphia in the interest of archwology. 
The government has appointed as ead of the learned expedition and its com- 
missioner, charged with coming to an understanding with the Grecian Govern- 
ment, Dr, Hirschfel, a young man but an eminent archeologist. It is gratifying 
to state that this archeologist is a corcligionisi. Dr. Hildersheimer, the rabbi of 
an orthodox congregation, has not only contributed 4,000 thalers towards the 
establishment of a rabbinical seminary to be’ conducted On orthodox principles, 
but also discharges the duties of principal without any remuneration whatever. 
The doctor is one of the pillars of orthodox Judaism in Germany.

SIR MOSES MONTEFIORE, 
We are gratified to learn from letters which have been received by 
Mr. H. Guedalla, that Sir Moses Montefiore arrived at Alexandria on the 
22nd ult., after a somewhat indifferent crossing from Jaffa. He 
for Marseilles on the 24th ult., by the French steamer “Tage.” The lated 
information from Sir Moses is dated Naples. We are glad to say that Bir 
Moses is expected to arrive in England shortly. We hope he will reach our 


shores in the same good health and spirit as he enjoyed when he left for 
Jerusalem. 


We have before us a copy of the discourse delivered in Hebrew by the head 
of the Beth Hamedrash, established by the late Judah Guedalla, on the 
of the visit paid it by Sir Moses Montefiore. It is a warm greeting to 
venerable visitor and an ardent euloginm passed on the nonagenarian, brief] 
enumerating the eminent services rendered by him to the Jewish cause. 

We extract the following from a letter of Sir Moses Montefiore to a 
provincial correspondent : “ By the blessing of the God of Israel, I have the 
fullest reason to believe that the accusations levelled against our coreligiooi 
will dengynes before the light of truth like the mist before the sun, and that the 
shadow which has been cast over Zion will serve only to increase the brightness 
it has sought vainly to conceal. Indeed, I have never had fuller cause for pride 
and satisfaction in wy coreligionists than at this time.” ; 
THE DOUAY BIBLE, 


An interesting correspondence was lately carried on in the Bedford Timea. 
The Rev. W. G. Cookesley ina letter to that paper incidentally charged the 
Roman Catholics with mixing up in the Douay Bible the second with the first. 
commandment, “so that the two form but one, and the number of ten is made 
up, by dividing the tenth into two; and further with falsely translating 
on> m-nwn x “thou shalt notadore them,” instead of “ thou shalt not bow down 
to them.” Upon which the Rev. John Priestly Warmoll, a convert from Protes- 
tarnitism to Roman Catholicism, replies that there exists no division ia the Bible 
into ten commands. “ The number ten is specified and hence the term decalogue.” 
But “the division one way or another is more or less arbitrary, and for con- 
venience, like the modern distribution of Holy writ into chapters in the twelfth, 
and into verses in the sixteenth century.” Although the commandments are 
given, they are not given divided as we now have them, nor indeed divided at 
all. There therefore exist two methods of division, the Jewish followed by the 
Protestants according to which the first commandment is divided into two, and 
the ninth and tenth thrown together; and that of St. Augustine upheld by the 
Church which argues with St. Thomas that the second part of the first command- 
ment is comprised under the prohibition of having no other gods but God, while 
the ninth commandment forbids one particular species of coveting, and the 
tenth another distinct from the preceding one. To the Catholic translation of 
DAS MANN &> the reply does not refer at all. 

Now it cannot be denied that there is mach truth in the statements of the 
Roman Catholics. It is quite true that the division in chapters and verses is 
quite modern. Although the Talmud is full of references to the Bible and 
quotations abound, yet not once do we meet with a reference analogous to wa 
thing approaching our chapters and verses. The divisions of the Jews of o 
may still be seen in the parchment rolls of the Pentateuch used in synagogal 
service. They are quite different from those used in our printed Bibles. Nay, 
more, in very ancient times.there did not even exist the division into words, All 
the letters of « passage ran on. The division into words by leaving a blank space 
between word and word was an innovation. In the famous Phcenician inscription 
on the sarcophagus of King Asmunezzar the letters run on without being divided 
into words; and the chief difficulty experienced by Semitic scholars in their 
endeavours to interpret it arises from the continuity of the lines, the words being 
as it were run into one another. The same is the case with the now famous 
inscription on the Moabite Stone. There is no reason to believe that the Ten 
Commandments formed an exception to thisrule. Nevertheless it is a mistake 
to maintain as far as the Jews are concerned that there cxisted among them 
different modes of dividing the Decalogue. It can be shown that so far as 
literary evidence goes, there never existed argong the Jews any difference of 
opinion on this point, and that this division differs both from that of the Catholics 
and Protestants. Catholics and .Protestants so far agree that “ do not 
count among the Commandments the passage: “I am the Lord thy 
God,” &c., but begin their enumeration with “Thou shalt have no 
other gods but Me;” while the Jews consider the passage: “I am the Lord 
thy God, cte.,” as the first commandment, reckoning the commandments contained 
in verses two, three, four, five and six in the same chapter (Exod. xx.) as the | 
second commandment. And if it be considered that Jewish tradition in this 
matter is uniform and can be traced back to the period when the recitation of the 
decalogue formed part and parcel of public worship, i.e., long before the present 
ritual came into existence—from which the decalogue is omitted for reasons stated 
in the Talmud—the conclusion is obvious thatin this matter at least tradition could 
notthave been at fault, Of course the Jews know nothing of the division of verse 
fourteen into two commandments as is done by the Roman Catholics, Nor can 
it be maintained on general grounds that the Catholic rendering of MNNWN > 
“Thou shalt not adore them,” is false ; for although.the primary: significa- 
tion of the verli.in questiqn is to bow down, yet the sevondary undoubtedly is to 
bow down in adoration, and is accordingly i requendly rendered even in ancient 
version by adoring pr worshipping. In the passage in question, Onkelos in his 
Chaldee version renders the phrase under discussion by a verb which if translated 
into English would be rendered by adoration. Indeed, Etheridge in * The 
‘Varguins,” wherein he gives Englisi versions of the several Targuims (Chaldee 
renderings) of the Pentateuch, translates the phrase in question; ™ Thou shalt 
not worship them.” The rendering of Buxtorf in las “ Lexicon Chaldaicum 
Talmuaicum ” of the word 3D used by Onkelos for the Hebrew is 
“incurvare se, procumbere honoris echibendi vel adorandi causa, adorare cum 
incurvatione.’ The fact is thatthe error of the Roman Catholics does not arise 
from their overlooking tie second commandment, but from the interpretation — 
which they put on it differing bo h from those of Jews and Protestants.

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THE STRUGGLE WITH ULTRAMONTANISY. 


Tur attitude assumed by the Ultramontane press towards the Jews in the 
struggle of its party with Liberalis.n presents a psychological problem which itis 
worth while trying tosolve. The Ultramontanes are well organized and well 
disciplined. They are far-sighted and have a clear perception of what they want. 
They are well aware that the Jews have done nothing to bring on the existing 
struggle ; or that if any of them have had a share in it, it is so insignificant, so 
fractional, as not to be appreciable. They are well aware that in the struggle 
itself, whatever the sympathies of the Jews, they have taken no part, nay that 
some leading men among them have even disapproved of some proceedings 
of the liberals most bitterly resented by the Ultramontanes. 
Koéningsberg, it is well known, openly opposed the annexation of Alsace to 
Germany, and thereby brought upon himself imprisonment from_ his own 
government, and also the loud censure of his own party. The highly res- 
pected leader ot the powerful German national liberal party voted, we believe, 
in the House against some measures adopted for breaking the refractoriness 
of the clericals in his country. The Jews, in fact, in the contest have behaved 
with the greatest prudence and moderation. Yet the Ultramontane press 
all over Europe has attacked them with a virulence and pertinacity which 
clearly show that the mot d’ordre has gone forth from head quarters. 

We have said all over Europe; for absurd as it may appear to ta'k of 
the Ultramontanism of a party which stoutly- denies the authority of the 
source whence all this hatred proceeds, it is yet a fact that the fury of the 
Protestant re-actionary party against the Jews is not a whit less violent than 
that of the clericals. The Kreuzzeitung on the Spree, spits fire and flames 
against the Jews as vehemently and as incessantly as do the volcanoes on 
the Seine, Danube and Isar. And if topographical usage permits geogra- 
phers to talk of Saxon Switzerland simply because the geological conforma- 
tion of the German district resembles that of the Helvetian republic, why 
should we not be allowed to refer to Protestant Ultramontanism when we 
wish to convey that the anti-liberal party in anti-Catholic countries pursues 
objects and employs means with regard to the Jews identical with those

{ characterising the clericals? Whence then this fierce hatred; whence these 


venomous attacks; whence this modern crusade against the Jews ‘ 

With some writers of the party it may be mere habit. They aspers® the 
Jews simply because they have been accustomed to do so at all times oT 
because they know that this style of writing pleases their readers. 4978 
again may simply pursue the old policy of the clericals. The clerics in the 
middle ages and even long before did not exactly want to see the Jews on 
minated. This would not have suited their purpose. In the game play 
by them against the world, the Jew occupied a position which was of ee 
importance to them, They could point to him exultingly as did the Romas 
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triamphator to the captive dragged along in the front of his chariot. It 
was a signal proof of the power of the religion which had strack down the 
dogged rebel. The Jew was necessary to him as the living witness of the ful- 
filment of the prophecies uttered by his prophets. Persecution and oppres- 
sion was all right enough, for this was foretold; and the Scriptures must be 
fulfilled. Bat extermination would have robbed them of the help derived from 
the Jews’ existence, What they wanted was to see the Jew humiliated, despised 
and degraded, crawling in the dust, a disgrace and bye-word on earth, that they 
might be abie tosay of him as they kicked him along, “ behold the consequences 
of unbelief, such is the panishment of deicides,” Popes and prelates therefore, 
as a rale more clear-sighted than the common herd of shavelings, generally 

recruited from the unthinking and brutalised masses, not rarely extended 


their protection to the life and limb of the Jew when the fanatacised mob was 
ready to swallow him alive, 


Antiquated as this clerical policy is and unsuited as it is to existing cir- | 


cumstances, it is yet possible that a large number of Ultramontanes still act 
upon it. It is not given to every partisan to notice the change which has 
come over the spirit of a new age and the necessity of adapting the weapons 
to the new warfare. Long after gunpowder was invented, slingers and archers 
still figured in the array of battle. Tatteyranp very shrewdly observed in 
reference to effete systems, that there were statesmen who served corpses. 
No doubt about it, many Ultramontanes, in fact the rabble among them, still 
continue to preach crusades against the Jews from mere habit or to ease their 
pent up rage without considering that the temper of the age no longer coun- 
tenances wholesale expulsions, spoliation and massacre. But such is not and 
certainly cannot be the case with the observant and calculating among them. 
They do and must see that the medieval game is over, and that as stated 
before in the present struggle between Liberalism and Ultramontanism, the 
Jew really counts for nothing, and that the foe they have to conquer occupies 
a field quite distinct from the Jewish camp, These are not the men to throw 
away their ammunition on harmless spectators. In their attacks on the 
Jews they must have a special object in view. This is evident from their 
novel mode of warfare. For instead of vilifying and depicting them as the 
most contemptible race on earth,. contact with which was shunned like 
that of lepers, and which tainted by its very breath the atmosphere in 
which it moved, they magnify the condition of the assailed, exaggerate 
it in every direction, and paint their wealth, talent and influence in glowing 
colours. According to them the Jew is ubiquitous, dominates the Press, is 
at the head of every movement, and has the princes of the earth at his feet. 
Every gorgeous equipage in the Bois de Boulogne, the Prater or Thiergarten 
is occupied by a Jew. Every palace in the Boulevard des Italians, the 
_Ringstrasse, or Unter den Linden, is tenanted by a Jew, aid the finest and 
most expensive boxes in the opera are engaged by Jews. A striking instance 
of these tactics was lately furnished by the Kvreuzzeitung of Berlin. In 
a series of articles on the financial policy pursned by the German Government, 
it actually represents the mighty and far-seeing Chancellor of the Empire as 
wellas the Minister of Finance in the leading strings of the Jewish 
triumvirate—B Leicuroper, Lasker and Bampnercer—the first the most 
eminent Berlin banker, the second probably the greatest German patriot, 
and the last an able financial crit‘c, all three of them Jews. - By an after- 
thought in a subsequenc series this reactionary organ saw fit to add a fourth 
Jew—another able financial critic—Herr Orrenugimer, to the number. 


The problem which these tactics of the most influential and best advised 
party of the Ultramontane Press presents, seems to admit only of one solu- 
tion. Itis not the Jews it aims atin its attacks. The attack on Jewsis amere 
feint. The real attack is aimed at the liberals. The object of investing Jews 
with such power, wealth, talent and influence is two-fold. The first is to excite 
the popular envy. An isolated minority with little hold on popular sympathy 
and possessed of little physical strength, is often in danger of falling a prey 
to brutal foree. The danger is the greater the more inviting the prospect of 
rich spoil likely to reward the efforts of the assailants. When the French 
revolution broke out it was easy enough to single oat the aristocracy to the 
hatred ofthe mob. When Hewry VIII. in our country commenced the 
work of ecclesiastical spoliation he scarcely met with any resistance. From 
this danger stable and enlightened governments will protect us. The second

the former the prejudice entertained against the latter. The liberals were 
to be placed in the dark shadow originaily cast upon the Jews and after- 
wards retlected by them.

The 
consequence is that in accordance with a well-known psychological law when- 
ever he believes himself or a fellow labouring under this ailment, the nostram 
involuntarily suggests itself to his memory. Indigestion invariably brings up 
the virtues of the pills. Why should they not be tried ? The quack’s cbject is 
attained. The Ultramontane and the quack thus act upon the same princi- 
ple: both, of course, for the wolfare of mankind. Les beauz ésprite se 
rencontrent, But will these tactics be crowned with success? Their initia- 
tion is too recent to allow of a prognosis. Well calculated as the scheme is 
to damage the cause of liberalism, it may nevertheless, like many another 
skilfully laid plan of a campaign, utterly fail; nay, may be productive of a 
result quite opposite to that intended. 

The question arises is liberalism not deeply enough rooted in the popular 
sympathy, and is there not buoyancy enough in its cause to keep it afloat, 
despite the shot with which it is weighted? If so, liberalism will triamph- 
antly enter the harbour towards which it steers, and safely carry with it the 
cause of the Jew indissolubly tied to it by the hand of the foe. Time will 
teach. For the present, however, these tactics of the Ultramontane press 
have not been without beneficial effect upon the fate of the Jews. The liberals, 
whether friendly to the Jew or not, could not lose sight of the principle, “ my 
enemy's enemy, as well as my friend’s enemy, are my friends, and, conse- 
quently, my naturalallies.” They were obliged nolens volens, to befriend the 
Jew, and, consequently, wherever they are in power, the fate of the Jews has 
been greatly ameliorated. Of this we have just now two striking proofs. 

Italy, by a late decision of a superior court at Mantua, has actually 
deprived the canon law, the sanguinary enemy of the Jew, of its validity ; 
and in Prussia, until very lately so re-actionary in matters concerning 
Judaism, a new policy has been initiated. Not only the Jews, but Judaism, 
too, have been emancipated. Gradually and unostentatiously, yet thoroughly, 
a revolution is being effected in matters affecting Judaism, which is the reverse 
of that pursued in the last three reigns. The baptism of a Jew is no longer 
a passport to a professorial chair. The Jewish teacher is no longer a pariah in 
the public schools, and his religion is no longer banished from the school-room, 
The struggle of Ultramontanism has as yct undoubtedly exercised a favour- 
able influence upon the fate of the Jew, and should liberalism, as we sincerely 
trust it will, remain victorious, little need be feared from the machinations ot 
Ultramontanism. With Joseru of old, we may say to the Ultramontanes, 
“ye have meant it for evil, but God has meant it for good.”

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LETTERS ON JEWISH EDUCATION.—No. IL. 


OUR SCHOOLS—WHAT THEY HAVE DONE-—-WHAT THEY ARE DOING— 
AND WHAT THEY MIGHT DO. 
By Exus A. DAVIpsoN. ‘ 


Sin,—I will now, with your permission, proceed t> show that our larger 
schools require dividing. By this I do not necessarily mean that each should be 
placed in a separate building, fur where there is but one school my suggestion 
would be carried out by dividing the whole into accurately arranged departments, 
each under the absolute teachiag, not merely supervision, of a responsible and 
able master or mistress ; in the infant division, in fact, a mistress is infinitely to be 
preferred. The school then, or it might be termed the group of schools, should 
be gathered under one adu.inistrative head and should consist of the Infant, the 
Lower or Inter-mediate, and the Upper Schools; a supplementary Upper Form, of 
which more will be said further on, being added wherever possible. 

In the suggestion I am about to make, I am aware that I render myself 
liable to censure and opposition ; be it so ; at least I have no purpose to serve, 
other than the promotion of the welfare of the community, and many who may 
laugh at my words now, may think seriously of them at a future time, and 7 
shall receive their opposition in the spirit with which I venture on the 
expression of my views. I suggest, then, that the Jews’ Infant School and the 
Jews’ Free School should be merged into ove great institution, and failing this, 
or until the expediency of such a union can be agreed on, all children under 
seven should be sent to the Infant School, where they should remain until 
they reach that age, when they should be transferred to the Free School. 

Here they “would enter the junior or inter-immediate division and would 
pass through its variovg classes, each conducted by a fully certificated taster, or 
in the girls school, of course, a mistress similarly qualified, together with a junior 
teacher who should assist and learn the art of teaching under the immediate eye 
of the master, but who should in nosingle case be allowed to take the government 
of the claes nor have any moral charge or responsibuity. 

Tae Jews’ Infant Schoo! is so well manaed, and so nearly in my humble 
opinion realizes the requirements, that any suggestians made would only be such 
as could tend to add to its excel ence. I. should then ask for the further 
_ grouping of the masses, so that no mere children should be employed as monitors 
or teachers ({ am convinced they do by fat more harm than good), and that all 
the classes should be placed under the absolute care of the excellent staff of 
experienced teachers, with such additions as may be found necessary. I would 
further suggist that all the teachers should learn drawing, not necessarily the 
kind required in order to take the government drawing certificates, although i, 
is-desirable that all teachers should hold these, but simple object drawing, to 
enable them to sketch the subject of a lesson, the noun which they are spelling, 
a dog, cat, fish, a hat, boot, cap, cup, ceffee pot, or other well-known objects. 

Gy such sketches, however roughly done, the clildren are roused, their 
observant faculties are awakened, aud they are interested ‘to a much greater 
extent than they would be if the lesson were given in a didactic and formal 
manner. I need not say how differcnt. would be the effect from that which 
is produced by a little girl standing in front of the class pointing to a 
board on which, amongst many others, the word is printed, and calling to the 
babies, whe repeat simultaneously, d o g—dog—-or some other word. It is 
astonishing how lessons thus roughly and rapidly illust rated amuse, at the same 
time that they instruct, children, and the infinite gratification they afford. In 
the upper divisions the sketching shonld Le syste matized and a certain elemen- 
tary kuowledge of form stiould begiven, the children could be taught something 
about the Natural History of the animal or flower sketched, they could learn 
pbumething about lines in different positions and the combination of ther, the 
forms of triangles, squares, circ’es, &c., without of course the slightest reference 
to the geometrical properties of these figures; the ground would tnus be broken 
up, and the minds would be prepared for future instruction. 

At this stage the elements of colour thould be introduced, not just by shew- 
ing coloured diagrams which only very few grown-up pecple understand, but by 
actual experiment—fancy speaking of experiments in an infant school! Do not 
visions of Dr. Odling at the Royal Institution, of Professor Williamson at Uni- 
versity College, and of Professor Darff at the Royal Academy, rise out of a mist 
turrounded by retorts, beakers and crucibles? But I do not wish to frighten the 
public out of its seriousness or the teachers out of their wits by saying that to 
show children is betterthan to fe// them. Iam convinced that the great effort of 
all teaching shonld be to strengthen the minds of the pupils however young they 
may be, that we should not teach in such » manner thate-foture years we have 
to say to'a child that was all very well when you-wers a baby, you must learn 
differently now.” We should have not hing to undo, we should tant landmarks 
at great distances apart ; but tley shou!d be in their right places : and our sub- 
sequent work should be to add stones between them to strengthen the structure, 
but not to remove any part of the foundation. 

Thus, instead of showing a diagram of colour, the teacher should provide 
herself with a few phial+, one of which should contain a yellow, another a red; 
and a third a blue mixture—simple water colour rubbed from cakes which cost a 
penny each—the materials for tiie *‘ experiments” would thus cost about three 
pence per year. Now, in many of the schools where the Inspectors require that 
the children should be instructed in form and colour, the teacher points to a 
printed figure, and tells the children that “blue and yellow make green,” an 
operation of which they can form no idea; they see a patch of blue, a patch of 
yellow, aud they see a patch of green, but how can their infant minds grasp the 
idea that the third is the result of the combination of the other two ? If, instead 


| of doing this, a small quantity of the yellow is poured into the blue mi

and geography, can be studied ; the mauners, Jawa, customs, dress, &c., of each 
ean be referred to and compared with others ; whilst the archmwology and architee- 
ture of the Bible would afford endless sources of lessons, the beveficial influence 
of which it is impossible to over-rate, 

If the master in each class could spare two hours in the week for quiet con- 
versational lessons ou these subjects, (uot to be spoiled by the formal title of 
‘Jectures”), an immense amount of good woull be done; the pupils would 
ask questions, would take notes, would read further, and these lessuns would be 
looked forward to by both pupils and teachers, (and [ speak practically) with 
intense interest. | 

This cannot be done without a reorganization of the classes which 
I should scarcely have the temerity to suggest. I merely point out 
the evil; these far more acquainted with the actual working will perhaps at 
a future day see their way to remedy it. One of the highest and most valued 
teachers in our community who has had twenty-three years’ experience, said to 
me recently, “ Formerly, if during the reading lesson a boy asked for information 
on some special subject which occurred in the page, I used to say, ‘shut books, 
and the matter was thorougly investigated and explained. I cannot do this now. 
No allowance would be made for it by the Inspector.” Another teacher of 
high standing disputes this, however, and I shall have the pleasure of quoting 
his remarks in a future letter. There is, however, no doubt that the question has 
been: “ Can a boy read tluently and with expression a paragraph from a newse- 
paper ?” not what is the extent of bis mental cultivation ? 

Now | do not by any means under-value good reading and would even 
encourage a certain amount of declamation, recitatiun, and unquestionably, poetry, 
but I cannot help thinking of reading as the weans ooly of acquiring knowledge, 
not as kaowledge itself, and that when io the junior division the pupils 
have attained a certain proficiency in reading, it should be put to its 
proper use in the higher classes. It seems to me more important that the boy at 
such a stage of his education should show that he can grasp the instruction 
conveyed, and should ask and obtain further information, and thus derive 
actual benefit from the lesson, than that he should be able to read a leading 
article In a newspaper with all the warmth of a partisan or the asperity of an 
opponent of the government, or that he should have the power of declaiming the 


police news with such force, that the magistrate’s remarks may strike awe in the 
hearts of all arou.id, and the prisoner’s cnoning defence may excite the laughter 
of all lovers of witty rejoinder. The action of the new Ccde will, however, 
effect much improvement in this respect. | 
In the Jews’ Free School, the Hebrew instruction, as far as translation of 
prayers and Scripture is concerned, is «fficiently carried on, and the boys are 
evidently well grounded in Biblical knowledge and in the grammatical construc- 
tion of the language as far as can be brought out in the translation and reading 
lessons, and for obvious reasous | could not presume to probe any further. The 
post-bibiical history of the Jews is net, I am informed, attempted, and thus, 
although the boys in the highest division learn one .commentary, they do not 
vecessarily know what others thére aré, nor perhaps the names of the greatest 
Jewish literati, or other celebrated men. On this point I speak not from my 
own knowledge but from authentic information.

Could not the plate which is thus screwed down, be maie 
vf malleable. metal in parts at least, so that some of the compressed brains 
may be allowed to force their way upward? or cannot some classes be main- 
tained without the Government grant, in wlich such a gentleman as he who so 
ably governs his noble school, and such a staff as he bas trained around him 
wiglt be allowed fair scope for their powers, for the elevation of the vouth 
of our nation ?

LITERARY NOTES. 


GODS OF GOLD AND SILVER.—It is generally assumed that wherever we meet in the 
Bible with the above quoted expressions, idols of gold or silver are meant. This opinion, 
however, may te contested, Ithas been showa in modern time that some ancient nation; 
believed in special gods presiding over one metal or the other, Thus the Egyptias 
believed in a god over gold, called Noub, The same was the case among the Chaldes is 


of old (Lenormant, “La Mage chez les Chaldaens). 1t is therefore quite possible that 


the prophets when they denounced “ the gods of silver and gold” did not necessarily me n 
idols made of these metals, but gods presiding over them. 


ALCHEMY.-Henry VL. believed in the deiusions of alchemy; and as he was mach 
pressed by his creditors for payment of the considerable sums owed by him, he was most 
auxious to satisfy these troublers of his peace by having inferior metal, which was so 


plentiful, (ransmoted into gold, a feat which ale hemists boasted could be performed. He 


especially pressed certain priests at his court who passed for adepts in this occult science 
to achieve this exploit for him. For, argued he, since ye are able to transform bread and 
wine into flesh and blood, you can surely also « onvert copper and lead into gold and silver. 
Where was the flaw in the king's reasoning ? 


JERUSALEM.—Mre, Barton, in her “Inner Life in Syria,” (vol. ii, p. 103) relates :— 
“ Every new Sultan sends by the Pasha of Jerusalem a key of this (the Jaffa) gate to the 
Chief Rabbi of the Jews, which is a permission to live and circulate freely about Syria 
and Palestine. If itis forgotten or deferred, as it was accidental'y when Abdul Aziz came 
to the throne, the Jews are out of the pale of the law and have to be confined to their owa 
quarter until the keys are sent. The Israelites pay high for the privilege, and it is oue of 
the proofs of the tenacity with which they cling to their old privileges. It amounts, in 
fact, to a claim of possession, and the Turks allow it—for a consideratioa.” She also says, 
Vol. IL, p. 107, “ Lam told that slthough all the numerous Christian sects hate one another 
and fight amongst themse!ves (to the intense amusement of the Moslem who, on great /i‘e 
days, flog them into ord«: in and out of church like a pack of hounds), if ac unhappy Jew 
were to cross the enclcsure of the Sepulchre during Holy Week, they would all for cnce 
unite and tear him to pieces on the spot. ‘Lhese things sound curiously in Europe, here 
they seem nataral.” Mrs. Burton describing the service on the eve of Passover, which 
she attended as a visitor in the house of a Jew at Jerasalem, says that: “They (the Jew-) 
sluog the flat unleavened bread, or rather cakes. over their shoulders in a napkin, as if 
ready to depart at a moment's notice.” This is a proceeding which we believe is unusual 
in Europe, ct least ameng Germen and Polish Jews. We, however, believe that such is 
the practice among the Satraritana. 


THE WHITE, BLACK AND RED RACES.—The way in which the Yutes or primitive 
inhabitants of the territory of Yutah, United states, account for the origin of the different 
races of mankind known to them is as naive as it is amusing. Wecopy it from Simoniu’'s 
“ Across the United States '’:—*“ In the beginning the earth was covered with mists. You 
could not see béfore you, The Great Spirit took his bow and arrows, and shot, shot so 
well that he scattered the mist. The earth became visible to him, but there were no men 
u,on it, Then he took clay, fashioned a man, and set him to bake. Man came out white : 
the fire had not been strong enovgh. ‘The Great Spirit began his work again, and this time 
man came out quite black: he had remaiued too long in the oven, It was necessary to try 
a third time. The experiment at length succeeled, and man came out done to a turn: he 
wa. the red skin, the most perfect of human types.” 


CONVERSIONS TO JUDAISM.—That in modern time conversions to Jadaism are not 
rare is well-known. Bat that conversions to the same religion occasioaally also took 
place in the middié ages when this step could only be taken by the convert at theimminent 
risk of his life is not generally known, Yet the record of a few of these conversions have 
bern handed down to posterity, not by Jews, but by authors of the Christian religion. 
Sach a convert was Boado (as Jew called Eleazar), who inthe 9th ceuxtury embraced 
Judaism. He was of noble parentage, and brought up for the Charch, After his conver- 
sion he evinced such aversion to the religion renounced by him that he solicited the 


Mabometan ruler of Spain not to tolerate any Christian in his territory. Another convert: 


of this kind was the priest Vercellinus, who 1m the year 1005, in the reign of Henry II., in 
a controversial publication issued by him, went so far as to address his former coreli- 
gionists in these words: * Pray read, O biockhead, the Prophet Malachi, where it is 
written, ‘l am God, and Ido not change.” How can you, therefore, belicve in God's 
mutability?” But these conversions general'y brought on great persecutions or the Jews, 
as was the case ia England in 1275, when the renowned preacher, Robert de Predinge, a 
dominican, embraced Judaism, under the name of Hagai. Kiang Henry II. avenged this 
conversion of the monk by a fearful persecution of the community which the neophyte 


had joined. 


AN ANNOINTED CHERUB.—This term occurs in Ezekiel xxviii., 14, 16, and has givea 
much trouble to Biblical interpreters, as it cannot be shown for what purpose ‘he or a 
Cherub should have been annointe!, The Hebrew expression.is AWDD 35. But must 

“991 necessarily mean “annointed?” Might it not mean “spread out"? Cherubim 
were appointed divine watchers (Gen, xxiii. 2, 3). The Cherab spoken of by Ezekiel wa; 
supposed to be the heavenly guardian of Tyre. Its outspread wings symbolised the 
protection which it was supposed to extend over the city. MYOD would thus be synony- 
mous with 2107 (sheltering). The translation, therefore, would be “the sheltering ” or 
proctecting Cherub apylied to the King of Tyre. 


GOLD.—The colour of gold, as known, is yellow. This is also expressed by its Hebrew 
name D7¥akin to WY (yellow). There are, howevet, shades of differences in this colour, 
asevery One may convince himself by, for iustanee, comparing a sovereign coinel in 
Australia wit} one issyed from the metropolitan miat. The aucients, however, seem also 
to have been acquainted with green and reu gold, the latter being more highly valued than 
the former, ‘This is stated in the Jerusalem Talmud (iv.4), Are our mineralogists 
acquainted with green and red gold? Or shoald the rab>is have mistaken some other 
metals for goid? Can any one offer an explanation ? 


AN ASSYRIAN TABLET.—M. Jules Oppert has la'ely published ‘“ L’Immortalitéd de 
‘ame chez les Chaldeens’ (Immortality of the soul among the Chaldeans) based on an 
Assyrian tablet found in the pa ace vf Ssrdanapolus, entitle’ “ Istor's Desceat 
into Heil.” From this tablet it appears beyond a doubt—1Ist. that the Assyrians and Se» icic: 
nations in general were polytheiets, thus disproving M, Rénan’s statement that all Semites 
were monotheists, 2nd. ‘Chav the Semites bad a cational epos in the way of those of 
Homer and Hesiod, which was denied by M. Rénan. 3rd, That the Chaldeans believed in 
the immortalhty ot the soul. The ancient Egyptians and Assyrians, the two nat.ons with 
whom the Israelites had frequent commuoion, having been believers in this sublime duc 
trine, it can therefore bardiy be maintained any longer that it was unknown to the ancient 
Hebrews, and that it was the Gospel which biought it first to light. | |

THE HOLY LAND. 


An inhabitant of Galilee some time ago addressed to us a communicatio 
the condition of the country of which he is a resident, especially Tiberias ao 
is of some interest just now when the Montefiore Testimonial movemest ie 
brought the Holy Land prominently under notice, and when the late disturb 
at Tiberias has attracted atteution. We therefore make some extracts trem tie 
communication : Tiberias is a town with 2,000 inhabitants, half of which nember 
are Jews. They possess twelve synagogues for Ashkenazim.and Sepbardim : ; 
these prayers are offered up day and night. If a sacred earnestness accom malen 
these recitations, some object would have been arrived at through the manifeld 
prayers ; if one could only, even were it in the smallest degree, see that as 
amelioration, though but outwardly, had been effected ; but the rich fee! c oe 
fortable amidst the general distress, while the poor are too powerless to undertake 
anything. During the late Jewish holydays letters arrived at Tiberiag and 
Safed from Sir M. Montefiore, respecting the purchase of land. In Safed 200 
persons immediately came forward to buy land, but the individual who wanted 
to undertake the management of the affair was ill-rewarded for doing 80, as 
some broke his windows and ill-treated him in different ways. In Tiberias also 
a company, consisting of ten persons deciared themselves ready to take over the 
land ; in the latter place the well-known Rabbi Sneersohn took the matter in 
hand, and endeavoured to carry it through with the aid of the American Vice. 
Consul at Haifa, The latter is acquained with the colonizing project, as he was 
already six years at the head of the German Association at Haifa, who had 
established themselves there in the faith of the prediction, and where they had 
laboured. It were much to be desired that among onr coreligioniste similar 
communities would organize themselves, and could enjoy the produce of the 
land by the sweat of their brow ; it would again call forth a new spiritual life 
for the God of Israel is always the same, and will assuredly assist his people ‘ 
every. circumstance if they will only exert themselves. He will also, should we 
require means, incline the hearts of persons to come forward and lend us a help. 
ing hand to promote the object we have in view. 

A few days ago came to Tiberias a Pasha, who is empowered to séll the 
land in Galilee, of which every Europeans can avail himself. Very surprising ig 
the coming forward of the Turkish Government against the English missionary 
society, as they received orders to close their schools. The immigration of 
Europeans becomes every day greater, and it is the general teeling here of the 
Mussulmans that an outbreak inay occur every momeut. It appears that the 
Sultan is desirous to raise money, as here in Galilee every place that is Govern- 
ment property, is being sold. ‘The wise King Solomon has said : “ There is g 
time for everything :" te buy and to sell; and I-think row is the time for the 
Sultan to sell, and for Israel to buy their holy fatherland. ‘The prediction of the 
prophet Jeremiah is being fulfilled : that one will still buy tields ‘and vineyards 
in the Holy Land, : 


GaLiciA.—The numerous Jewish inhabitants of this province are much 
agitated by alternate hopes and fears. Count Goluchowski, the governor of the 
province, lately died. The Count was no friend of the Jews, and they therefore look 
forward with anxiety to the appointment of a successor.. Should he be a man 
free from social prejudice and religious bigotry, he might by gaining the 
confidence of the Jews, effect much good among thein, while if the reverge 
should be the case, the unfriendly feeling now prevailing in many places between 
the general and the Jewish populations might unfortunately be intensified and 
te productive of much mischief. 


Unrrep Sratres.—The American Jewish papers announce the death of Mr. 
Henry Michael Hyams, Ex-Lieutenant Governor of Louisiana, and a prominent 
member of the American Bar. The Jewish Messenger states that Mr. Hyams 
was tlie first Jew who has ever reached so high a position as that of Lieutenant- 
Governor. In 1859, Mr. Hyams was elected Lieutenant-Governor, and as 
ex-officio President of the Senate, made a name which earned and retained for 
him the earnest and genuine esteem of the whiole people. At the outbreak of 
the war, Governor Hyains sent his sons to fight, and was himself conspicuous In 
the cause of the South. With Mr. Hyams, as with many others in the Southern 
States, the war proved perfectly disastrous, Lis. property, valued at over 8 


“million dollars, vanished; and after the surrender at. Appomatox, Mr. Hyams 


prepared to begin life anew, and he resumed the practice of the law, which he 
eontinued until his death.

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PALESTINE EXPLORATION FUND. 


— 


The quarterly statement for July has been published. It is full of interest. 
In the preface we are told that it is calculated that another year's work in 
Palestine will finish the survey completely. A number of influential 
entlemen and noblemen, both lay and clerical, took a lively part in 
the proceedings of the annual meeting in June last and which is fully reported. 
The most ~~ is the speech of the Earl of Shaftesbury, not only from the 
observations made, but also the unconscious contradictions which marked several 
of his statements. He agreed that the best men to be found should be sent to 
go over every corner of the land and “drain it, measure and if you will prepare 
it for the return of its ancient possessors, as the time cannot be far off before 
that great event will come to pass.” The noble speaker continued : 

I recollect speaking to Lord Aberdeen, when he was Prime Minister, on the subject of the Holy 
Land; and he said to me, “ If the Holy Land should pass out of the hands of the Turks, into whose 
hands should it fall?" Why, the reply was ready, “Not into the hands of other powers, but let it 
return into the hands of the Israelites,” and surely there are signs to show that the time is near at 
hand when the Lord will have merey upon Zion. I had once a conversation with that grand old 
Hebrew, Sir Moses Montefiore, now in his ninety-first year, but yet on the point of starting again on 
a pilgrimage of merey. 1 had a conversation with him a few vears ago, and we entered upon the 
whole subject of the Jewish «nestion. A more liberal-hearted man does nut exist on the face of the 
earth. I see in him a concentration of the spirit of Maccabees. “The future of the Holy Land.” he 


said, “is this: Give us security for life and property, and the Jews will return and take possession 
of their ancient territory. 


In the same strain while anticipating the restoration of the Jews to their 
country and with the same breath the noble Earl gave utterance to his hope 
of the Christianization of the Jews. Why should a Jew who has embraced 
Christianity desire to go back to the land of promise? And is not the presence 
of the tempter and stranger—we allude to the missionaries sent out by the 
society presided over by the noble Lord—a Jeterrent to many a devout. Jew 
who would otherwise willingly mingle his dust with that of his sages and pro- 
phets? The speaker further was anxious to get into the Mosque of Omar and dive 
down into the recesses and cellars which are excavated in that limestone rock ; 
for said he: 

| have heard from Jews, living on tradition as they do—and some of their traditions are well- 
feunded — that the Ark of the Covenant is yet to be found there. They know that it was never taken 
away—there is, at least, no record of it—either in the time of Nebuchadnezzar or of Titus. Then. 
how could it disappear ? The pricsts rewarded it as the holiest of all their treasures; they hid Wt in 
some hour of péril in the vaults of the rock on which the Temple was built. The priests who did it, 
so runs the belief, were «lain in the sieve, and the secret perished with them. At any rate, it is well 
worth our looking for; and if it could be brought to light—that grand old Ark of the Covenant— 


good heavens! what a discovery it would be! What an evidence in a day of trouble, of rebuke, and 
of blasphemy 


‘he noble Lord seems not to know that the Ark did not exist in the time of the 
second Temple, and that if it had been hidden in the days of Nebuchadnezzar in ihe 
recesses of the Temple, it would havesurely been brought tolight while the second 
Temple stood, as diligent search would undoubtedly have been made for it by 
the priests who were naturally well acquainted with the subterranean portions 
of the sanctuary. 

The quarterly statemert further describes the several discoveries made and 
identifications of places mentioned in the ‘Bible All those which are of any 
special interest have been noticed by us at the time when they were announced. 
Appended are some letters from Dr. Toblez, a German-American. explorer of the 
Holy Land, in one of which he observes that the grave called in the Talmnd 
Kok (plural Kokim) was “a rectangular sloping space cut into the wall of the 
rock, extending six feet horizontally, sufficiently wide and high to admit of a 


corpse being pushed in.” In the matter of survey and exploration, “the Fund ™

Tvsincen.—At the University of Tubingen, the Wochenschrift learns. there 
will be held in the approaching’ month an examination of candidates for rabbi- 
nical offices, The examining commission will consist of the professors of. the 
Protestant theological, and philosophical faculties and of the theological taember 
of the Israelitish Chief Ecclesiastical Authority, Ecclesiastical Councillor, Dr. 
Wasserman of Stutgard. 

Huncary.—At the recent elections of the legislature five Jews have been 
returned. This is an extraordinary result for so aristocratic a country as 
Hungary, in which prejadice agvinst the Jews is socially still deeply rooted and 
in which aets of violence against Jew, wantonly perpetrated either by fanatics, 
nobles or ignorant peasants are not rarely recorded. 


Vienna.—The Roumanian Executive Committee which has its seat at Vienna, 
has issued a circular to the Roumavian Jewish congregations, in which the 
importance of the promotion of secular education atmong the Jewish youth is em- 
phatically dwelled upon aod inwhich they are urged to collect subscriptions for 
the establishment of schools. A. promise is held out that school plans would be 
provided by the committee, and material assistance afforded by the committees 
of Vienna, Berlin, Brussels, London, New York, Paris and Rotterdam.
